RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT 


Buildings permitted in the resi­ 
dential district are to be used for 
dwellings, public 
schools,

ment houses, parks, playgrounds, 
museums, 
libraries,

public buildings 
controlled 
and 
operated exclusively by the city 
of Sikeston, the state or federal 
governments. 
Accessory buildings, including a 
private 
garage,

permitted 
when situated upon the same lot 
with the main building and not 
liess than 60 feet from the front 
street line. Servants quarters may 
be built when the occupants are

least five feet from any side lot 
line.

Buildings permitted in the resi­ 
dential district are to be used for 
dwellings, public 
schools,

ment houses, parks, playgrounds, 
museums,

public buildings 
controlled

operated exclusively by the city 
of Sikeston, the state or federal | 
governments. 
Accessory buildings, including a 
private 
garage,

permitted 
when situated upon the same lot 
with the main building and not 
liess than 60 feet from the front 
street line. Servants quarters may 
be built when the occupants are 
employed on the 
premises,

they are further required to be at 
least five feet from any side lot 
line. 
No private garage shall provide 
storage for more than one vehicle 
for each 1500 square feet of lot 
area.
